I seek interesting examples of the work of such artists 
as have had or have influence on the art during the time they 
lived. I would suggest for your consideration whether the Society 
is not in a position to obtain early knowledge of the work of con- 
temporary artists at least, and when such information could be furn- 
ished to those members interested in the subject and whereby they 
might avail thamsalves of the opportunity afforded for obtaining in- 
mediately examples, By some such plan sculptors or diesinkers might 
be willing to have a larger number struck or cast to fill such or- 
ders coming from the Society and which they might be unwilling to do 
without added expense to the purchaser otherwise, 

In trying to obtain various items I have frequently found 
it difficult to obtain the addresses of either the artist or the die- 
Sinker for an application. Might it not be in line with the progres- 
sive development and influence of the Society, if it could not ar- 
range for instance with the Mint of Paris, Pinches of London, Begeer 
of Utrecht and the numerous diesinkers and founders which are con- 
Stantly putting forth new things as well as the numerous American 
firms? 

Perhaps, the sculptors and artists might be willing to 
assist in notifying the Society of what they expect to do from time 
to time and whether they would be willing to furnish the Society 
with copies of their work as needed. I really believe many of our 
Art Institutes would avail themselves of such an opportunity, as I
